WINNER OF 6 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
PRO AND CON ON OLD ST THOMAS 


There are good reasons why the town should 
buy the old St. Thomas Church - and there are 
good reasons why it should not. 

The idea isn't new. Various people have been 
speculating on the possibilities for more than 
a year, now. | 

The town fathers, it is reported, have re- 
jected the use of this vuilding as a larger 
town hall than the one we have at present. 

The town fathers think it will be suitable | 
as a library. 

Two articles are being prepared by the Tow 
Counsel, Philip Buzzell (also a trustee of the | 
Library) for the coming Town Meeting on April} 
30th. One will be to purchase the property, and 
the second to renovate it. | 

Neither article mentions, in its text, the 
proposed use, but either or both could be "On 
petition of the Board of Library Trustees", 
which would amount to the same thing. 

No mention has been made publicly of the 
price that the Archdiocese of Boston is asking, 
but there are reports of $13,000 to $15,000. 

Nor has there been any public information on 
cost of renovation, but again there are rumors 
that the total cost (purchase and renovation) 
will be $1 on the tax rate - say $28, $30,000. 

Is it wise to buy this land? 

Yes. It is centrally located. There are many | 
good reasons for buying it, depending on cost. | 
Only a professional Assessor can give the true/ 
value of the land. | 

Is it wise to buy the building? | 

That's a different question. Old churches 
are generally a drug on the market, because who 
wants to buy a church? It has b¥en reported, 
but not confirmed, that the Episcopalian Dio- 
cese of Massachusetts is interested in getting | 
or building a church in Wilmington, and further 
it has also been reported but not confirmed 
that the Roman Catholic Archdiocese has stated 
the building will not be sold to any other 
church. 

Libraries today are built of fireproof ma- 
terials, and use steel shelving for books, ete. 

Should we spend $15,000 or so to install 
something in a building that is not to be con- 
strued as being a modern library? 

Should not the Permanent Building Committee} 


be asked for an opinion? They do have an archi- 
tect as a consultant. No one seems to have 
thought of this. 

The biggest danger in buying this property 
and ‘converting it into a library lies in the 
arch-conservative thinking prevelant in the 
town hall.

Our Finest Town Manager Wilmington ever had 
has been quoted as saying that Foresight was 
used, in planning the roadway at the lower end 
of Ballardvale Street. 

$21,000 was voted by the town in Town Meet- 
ing, for widening a part of the road, a part of 
Salem Street, and installing a sidewalk adja- 
cent to the new North Intermediate School. The 
voters were told that there was no plan to use 
Chapter 90 money, because there was not enough 
time. 

Had the famous Foresight gone back a year, 
in other words had our TM done some planning, 
Chapter 90 Funds could have been used, and 75% 
of the highway bill would have been picked up 
by the County an State. 

Had the famous Foresight also been used on 
the sidewalk, the town could have had the State 
pick up 50% of the bill. 

The town put in a sidewalk around the new 


High School, complete with granite curbs, and 
the state is paying 50% of the bill. It would 


have done the same thing for this new schoo}, 
too - had we some foresight. 

What is going to cost the town $21,000 might 
have been done for $8 - $10,000 - had we a lit- 
tle foresight. 

And we could have used the rest of the money 


to buy a pearl handled diamond studded street 
sign. 
TO SAVE $750 
The town has proposed to make all of upper 


Ballardvale Street 50 foot wide, under the | 


provisions of Chapter 90, in which the town} 
pays one quarter of the construction costs. 
This 1s good. A wider street, when it is | 
possible to do so, reduces accidents and in- 
creases property values. 
But on lower Ballardvale Street, where Chap- | 


ter 90 has been rejected (not by the County or 
State) we are to have one small section, about 
700 feet long, where the road will be forty 
feet wide, and actually somewhat less in tra-| 


velled width. 

Why? - to save what is estimated as a $750 
damage claim from three homeowners, for land 
which would have to be taken. 

In each case the home is well back from the 
street. Some of the land has never been graded. 
The damages would be negligible. 

And it was only last year that the Board of 
Selectmen wrote a letter to a Concord Street 
resident who sought damages because part of his 
lawn disappeared when that street was widened 
to 50 feet (under Chapter 90). The Selectmen 
told that resident \that the increased value of 
his property more than made up for any damages. 

Perhaps that rule is good only on certain 
streets in town.

WHO CAPTURED JEFFERSON DAVIS? 


LIEUT.-COL. 
First Wisconsin Cavalry 


Volunteers, 


At the end of the Civil War,. 
when Richmond had fallen to 
General Grant's troops, Jef- 
ferson Davis, the president of 
the Confederacy, escaped, and 
made his way south with what 
remained of the Confederate 
treasury, endeavouring to get 
either to Cuba, or to the 
troops of Kirby Smith, in Te- 
xas. 

He was captured, on May 10, 
1865, near Abbeville, Georgia, 
in an event that had Michigan 
and Wisconsin calvary firing 
at each other, and in which 
two US soldiers were killed. 
The Michigan troops got the 
credit, and shared the reward, 
but later investigation showed 
that the Wisconsin troops were 
at the capture, and the re- 
ward was divided more equally. 
The Michigan troops were not 
supposed to be in the area at 
the time, which was why they 
were fired on by the Fourth 
Wisconsin Calvary, but the 
Commanding Officer of the 
Michigan troops was one up, on 
the Wisconsin commander, for 
he knew of the $100,000 reward 
and Col. Harnden, of Wisconsin 
did not. 

Colonel Harnden told of it, 
in 1899, in a book printed in 
Madison, Wisconsin, and ex-

Plained that he had not 
Pressed any claim, at the end 
of hostilities, because he 
felt that Jeff Davis would be 
hanged, and wanted no "blood 
money". 

In the same book, in which he 
modestly relates all details, 
he states that Jeff Davis was 
not, as is claimed, dressed in 
hoop skirts at the time of his 
capture. 

Henry Harnden was a Massa- 
chusetts man, who, the old 
traditions firmly state, was 
born in Wilmington. 

The birth records do not sup- 
port this statement, but not 
all births were registered in 
those days, and the story is 
probably true. 

The only Heary Harnden born 
in Wilmington, according to 
the records, during the early 
1800's was the son of Joshua, 
and the grandson of Colonel 
Joshua, and he died in Wil- 
mington in 1871. He lived for 
many years, and perhaps built, 
the farmhouse which is now the 
Joyce home, on Glen Road near 
Harnden Street. 

But every loyal son of Wil- 
mington will always affirm 
that Jefferson Davis was cap- 
tured by a Wilmington man, and 
that is that.
